depending in any Court of Law or Equity, or for Defect of Evi- 
dence, it ſhall not appeac to the ſaid Mayor, Aldermen and Com- 
mons of the ſaid City, in Common Council aſſembled, what 
Perſon or Perſons is or are intitled; or if any Mortgagce ſhall 
refuſe to take in his or her Mortgage-money due on the Premiſes, 
after Notice given to him or her for that Purpoſe, as herein be- 
fore is provided, that then, and in all and every ſuch Caſe and 
Caſes, it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the ſaid Court of

them, from the faid Mayor, Aldermen and Commons, in Common 
Council aſſembled, or any Perſon authorized by them, that they 
will pay off and diſcharge the Principal and Intereſt Money, which, 
at the Expiration of the ſaid Six Months, ſhall be due on any ſuch 
Mortgage, ſhall, at the End of the ſaid Six Months, after every ſuch 
Notice, on Payment or Tender of the Principal and Intereſt Money 
which fhall be then due, convey and aſſign his, her and their 
reſpective Eſtates and Intereſts in and to the faid mortgaged Pre- 
miſes to the ſaid Mayor and Commonalty, and Citizens, or ſuch 
Perſon or Perſons as the ſaid Mayor, Aldermen and Commons, 
in Common Council aſſembled, ſhall appoint, in Truſt, for the 
ſaid Mayor and Commonalty, and Citizens, and their Succeſlors 
and if any ſuch Mortgagee or Mortgagees, his, her or their Heirs, 
Executors, Adminiſtrators or Aſſigns, ſhall refuſe ſo to do, then 
all Interelt on every ſuch Mortgage, from the Expiration of the 
ſaid Six Months, after any ſuch Notice given as aforeſaid, ſhall 
ccale and determine. 


CLausE T. 
And it is hereby further Enacted and Declared, That the Prin- 
cipal Money ariſing from the Sale of any Houſes, Edifices, Lands, 
Tenements and Hereditaments, which ſhall be purchaſed for the 
Purpoſes contained in this Act, of any Body Corporate or Col- 
legiate, 
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legiate, Corporation Aggregate or Sole, Feoffees in Truſt, Guat- 
dians, Committees or other Truſtees, or from any Femc-covyerr, 
ſhall be paid to ſuch Perſons as they ſhall reſpectively nominate 
to receive the ſame, in Truſt, with all convenient Speed, to be 
reinveſted in the Purchaſe of other Meſſuages, Lands, Tenements 
and Hereditamckts, to be conveyed and ſettled to and upon, and 
ſubject to the like Uſes, Truſts, Limitations, Remainders and 
Contingencies, as the Houſes, Edifices, Lands, Tenements and 
Hereditaments, which ſhall be purchaſed from them reſpectively 
by the ſaid Mayor, Commonalty and Citizens, as aforeſaid, were 
reſpectively ſettled, limited or aſſured, at the Time of ſuch the 
Purchaſing of the ſame, or ſo many thercof as at the Time of 


making ſuch Conveyances and Settlements ſhall be exiſting and 
Capable of taking Effect. 


CLAUS E U. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authotity aforeſaid, That 
in caſe the ſaid Mayor, Aldermen and Commons of the ſaid City 
of London, in Common Council aſſembled, or any Perſon autho- 
rized by them, ſhall, after any Houſes or Tenements ſhall be pur- 
chaſed by them in purſuance of this Act, give Twelve Months 
Notice, in Writing, to the Tenants or Occupicrs of any ſuch 
Houſes or Tenements which ſhall be ſo purchaſed, who {hall have 
no greater Intereſt therein reſpectively than as Tenants at Will, 
or as Leſſees by Parole for a Year, or from Year to Year, to quit 
or deliver up the Poſſeſſion of ſuch Houſes or Tenements at the 
Expiration of ſuch Twelve Months, then every ſuch Tenants or 
Occupiers ſhall, at the End of the ſaid Twelve Months, after 
every ſuch Notice, peaceably and quietly deliver up the Poſſeſ- 
ſion of the Premiſes ſo by him, her or them reſpectively occu- 

ied, to the Perſon or Perſons who ſhall be appointed by the ſaid 
; oof Aldermen and Commons, in Common Council aſſem- 
bled, to take Poſſeſſion thereof; and if any Perſons fo in Poſſeſ- 
ſion thereof, ſhall refuſe to give up the Poſſeſſion thereof, at the 
Expiration of ſuch Twelve Months after every ſuch Notice as 
aforeſaid, it ſhall be lawful for the faid Court of Mayor and Al- 
dermen, from time to time, to iſſue a Precept or Precepts to the 
Sheriffs of the City of London, it the Premiſes ſhall be in London, 
and, if in Surry, to the Sheriff of the County of Surry, to cauſe Poſ- 
ſeſſion thereof to be delivered to ſuch Perſon or Perſons who ſhall 
be in ſuch Precept or Precepts nominated. to receive the ſauue; and 
the Sheriffs of the ſaid City of London, if the Premiſes ſhall be in 
London, and if in Surry, the Sheriff of the ſaid County of Surry, 
are and is hereby reſpectively required to deliver Poſſeſſion, ac-

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cording to ſuch ſaid Precept or Precepts, of the Premiſes therein 
mentioned, and to levy ſuch Coſts as ſhall accrue by means of 
the Iſſuing and Execution of every ſuch Precept or Precepts by 
Diftreſs and Sale of the Goods and Chattels of any Perſon or 
Perſons who {hall ncgle& or refuſe to pay the ſame, 


CLAUSE W. 

Provided always, and it is hereby further Enacted and Declared, 
That nothing, in this preſent Act contained, ſhall extend, or be 
conſtrued, deemed or taken to extend, to impower the faid 
Mayor, Aldermen and Commons, of the ſaid City, in Common 
Council aſſembled, to remove or alter any of the Arches under 
the ſaid Bridge, or any Engines fixed up therein, which now be- 
long to the Proprietors of the London Bridge Water-works, or 
to take away any Right, which the ſaid Proprictors of the (aid 
London Bridge Water-works now have, to the Uſe or Enjoyment 
of any of the Arches of the ſaid Bridge, by Grant or Leaſe, from 
the ſaid Mayor, and Commonalty and Citizens of London, for 
raiſing Water therefrom. | 


CLAUSE X. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That 
it ſhall and may be lawful for any Juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace 
of any County, City or Liberty, within whoſe Juriſdiction any 
Perſon orPerſons, ſubject and puniſhable by this Act for neglecting 
or refuſing to pay any of the Tolls or Sums of Money, herein be- 
fore appointed to be paid, ſhall reſide or be found, to ſummon before 
him or them, the Party or Parties accuſed of Neglect or Refuſal to 
pay the ſame Tolls or Sums of Money; and, on Appearance of 
the Parties accuſed, or on his, her or their, Contempt in not ap- 
pearing, upon Proof, on Oath, by One or more credible Wit- 
neſs or Witneſſes (or by the Affirmation of any of the Perſons 
called Quakers), of the Service of ſuch Summons or Summonſes 
on the Party or Partics againſt whom the ſame was or were 
granted, or of leaving the ſame at his, her or their, uſual Place 
of Abode, with ſome Perſon there, of his, her or their, Family, 
every ſuch Juſtice and Juſtices is and are hereby required to pro- 
ceed to the Examination of the Witneſs or Witneſſes upon Oath 
or Affirmation (which Oath or Affirmation every ſuch Juſtice is 
hereby aythorized to adminiſter), and thereupon to hear, adjudge 
and determine, concerning the Matters complained of, and to 
iſſue Proceſs and Warrants, in like manner as Juſtices may do for 
Offences committed within their reſpective Juriſdiftions. 


CLAUSE 
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CLavse V. 
And it is hereby alſo Enacted, by the Authority aforcſaid, That 
no Order, which ſhall be made by any Juſtice or Juſtices, by virtue 
of or under this Act, or any other Proceedings to be had touching 
the Conviction or Convictions of any Offender or Offenders 
againſt this Act, ſhall be quaſhed or vacatcd, for Want of Form 
only, or be removed or removeable, by Certiorari, or any other 
Writ or Proceſs whatſoever, into any of his Majeſty's Courts of 
Record at Weſtminſter. 


CLAUSE Z. 

Provided al ways, and it hereby further Enated, by the Autho- 
rity aforeſaid, That in caſe any Perſon or Perſons ſhall think him, 
her or themſelves, aggrieved by any Orders or Proceedings of any 
Juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace, which ſhall be made or had under 
this AR, it ſhall and may be Jawful for ſuch Perſon or Perſons to 
appeal to the Juſtices of the Peace at the next General Quarter- 
Seſſions of the Peace, to be held for the County, City or Bo- 
rough, in which any Warrant ſhall be ſo granted, or Order fo 
made; and the Juſtices of ſuch (aid General Quatter- Seſſions are 
hereby required to hear, and finally determine, every ſuch 
Appeal and Appeals, and ſhall and may award to the Party or 
Parties, for whom ſuch Appeal ſhall be determined, Coſts, as to 
them, in their Diſccetion, ſhall ſcem reaſonable; and ſhall and 
may raiſe and levy, by their Order or Warrants, ſuch Coſts as 
ſhall be awarded, by Diſtreſs and Sale of the Goods and Chattels 
of any Perſon or Perſons who ſhall be ordered to pay the ſame.

And, for preventing any Damage to the London Bridge Water- 
works; Be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That 
if it ſhall be found neceſſary to take down any Pier or Piers of the 
faid Bridge, in order to enlarge any Arch or Arches, and thereby 
in any-wile prejudice the Raiſing of Water by the ſaid Works, 
that-then, and in every ſuch Caſe, the ſaid Mayor, Aldermen and 
Commons, of the ſaid City, in Common Council aſſembled, 
ſhall, and they are hereby required, oa Complaint and Proof of 
ſuch Damage, to ſtop or pen up a like Body of Water as ſhall 
be diſcharged by the taking down or altering any of the ſaid Piers. 
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
